more schools and 


churches and agricultural implements 101 
nse on their reserv ationa, or shall we deed 
them lands m severally and leave them to 
their own resources?

found was to get rid of

fiuence of the old chiefs. Then, again, 
If we leave them to themselves, and one 
gets hungry a load cry goes up that they

Eow are we to get the In- 


diana to mingle with the whites? We cer- 
tainly can't drive them off their reset va- 
tions.

THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


• •WASHIKGTOV, Nov 11.— First Assistant 
Postmaster-General A E. Stevenson re- 
ports that 2,221 post-offices were estab- 
lished during the last fiscal year and 886 
were discontinued. The whole number of 
postmasters appointed was 11,203, made 
upas follows 
On i equations and com- 


missions expired, 6,204, removals and sus- 
j*nsions, t>10, changes of names and sites, 
•JOT, deaths ot postmasters, 412; establish- 
ment of new offices, 2,2!:i. 


The only State in which the number of 


post offices decreased during the year was 
.Nevada. 
The number of 
money-order 


offices increased 749, of free-delivery offi- 
ces, 19, of carriers, 468. Fewer changes of 
postmasters were made during tbeyear than 
during the preceding year. 
•The cost of the free-delivery system was 
§3,985,952, ST9,047 less than the appropri- 
ation. The system has now been extended 
to every city entitled to it under the law, 
aid the report recommends that it be ex- 
tended to places of 10.000 inhabitants hav- 
ing a gross revenue of 310,000. The con- 
solidation of non-free-dellvery offices is rec- 
ommended in 
order that the system 


may be extended. The amount required to 
nay salaries of Presidential postmasteis 
next year » estimated at 83,800,008. and 
the amount required for clerk hire at 85,510,- 
000. The report renews the recommenda- 
tion that provision be made for the pay- 
ment of the rent and expenses of third- 
class office*, and recommends that January 
1 1887 be fixed as the limitation of appli- 
cations for readjustment of salaries under 
the act of March, 1883. 


The annual report of the General Super- 


intendent of the railway mail service recom- 
mends that the widow or minor children of 
any clerk killed while on duty be paid an 
amount equal to one year's salary of that 
Clerk. The estimate for the fast-mail serv- 
ice on the trunk lines for the ensuing year 
lsS251,725; for railway postal cars, 81,- 
888,577; for the pay of railway postal 
clerks, 84,877,000. 
The buperlntendent 


strongly advocates the extension of the 
benefits of the Civi! Service law to the 
clerical force of the railway mail service.
